Our earliest, verified, Wood family ancestor is 
Daniel Wood, born 1791; in Ashton under Lyne, 
Lancashire, England. 





Daniel married Jeannette Lowden. Jeannette is the 
daughter of Robert Lowdon and Margaret King, and was christened 
1801; Kirk of Shotts, Lanarkshire, Scotland. 


Jeannette’s father, Robert Lowdon, was born abt. 1770, in Glasgow, 
Lanarkshire, Scotland. 


Jeanette's grandfather, William Lowdon, was also born in Glasgow, 
Lanarkshire, Scotland, 1726. Her grandmother, was Agnes Brownlie. 


Both Daniel and Jeannette died in Ashton under Lyne St Michael, 
Lancashire, England. Daniel died in 1855 (age 64), and Jeannette died 
in 1848 (age 47). 


Daniel’s first son, Daniel, was not born in Ashton under Lyne, but in the 
harbour town of Portsmouth. However, all of the other children are born 
in Ashton under Lyne. The obvious reason for Daniel being born in 
Portsmouth appears to be a military connection, since we have now 
learned that Daniel enlisted, age 17, in the 22"° Regiment of the Light 
Dragoons. 


After military service, in 1824, Daniel & Jeanette took their residence in 
his home town of Ashton Under-lyne, Lancashire. 


The 1841 English Census 
In the 1841 Census, Daniel (age 50) was listed as the “Town Cryer’. 


“In England, town criers were 
the means of communication 
with the people of the town, 
since many people could not 
read or write. 


Proclamations, local bylaws, 
market days, adverts, were all 
proclaimed by a bellman or crier. 


Criers often dress elaborately, 
by a tradition dating to the 18th Modern day Town Cryer, dressed in the 
century, in a red and gold coat, traditional clothing of the 18th century. 
white breeches, black boots and 

a tricorne hat. 


Town crier Tony Appleton welcomed the birth of the Royal baby outside the hospital 





They carry a handbell to attract people's attention, as they shout the 
words "Oyez, Oyez, Oyez!" before making their announcements. The 
word "Oyez" means "hear ye," which is a call for silence and attention.” 


In that same 1841 English Census, Daniel’s two older children worked at 
the cotton mill. 


Young Daniel (age 15) was a “cotton piecer’, which meant pieced 
together any threads which broke, and Young Mary (age 14) was a 
“cotton weaver’, which meant she produced cloth by use of a loom. 


The 1841 Census also showed 7 children living with Daniel and 
Jeanette: Daniel, Mary, Maria, John, Jennet, Herbert, and Duncan. 


The 1851 English Census 


In the 1851 Census, Daniel (age 60) is listed as a “Chelsea Pensioner’, 
and a widower. 


Young John (age 18) is a 
“shoemaker”, most likely an 
“apprentice shoemaker’. 


During the 19th century, the 
children of the poor didn't 
have to go to school, but 
many went to work instead. 


The Industrial Revolution saw 
Britain's huge factories 
produce goods to be traded 
across Britain and the world. 
Jobs were plentiful but 
workers’ wages were 
extremely low, so every 
member of the family was 
expected to work in order to 
Support each other. 





Young James (age 16) and Herbert (age 14) worked at the cotton mill as 
“cotton weavers’. 


Factories and Textile Mills 


By the middle of the 19th century, Britain was producing half the world’s 
cotton cloth in giant mills that dotted the valleys and dominated many 
towns in the north of England. Yet not a scrap of cotton was grown in 
Britain. Britain dominated the global production of a cloth made entirely 
from material imported from the southern United States, India and Egypt. 
The finely woven, beautifully printed British muslins, calicoes and 


chintzes clothed people and furnished the homes everywhere.

Victorian Child Labour 


Victorian Children at work- 
Factory Victorian Child Labour 
was nothing new for Britain or 
all of Europe for that matter. 
Children had been used for 
labour for centuries. It was 
expected of them to help 
Support their families. During 
the 1800’s awareness began to 
grow toward the ills of child 
labour in factories and 
elsewhere. Laws were passed 
and then amendments to those 
laws were passed until the use 
of children under the age of 16 
years of age was prohibited for 
full-time work. 


But up until these laws were 
passed child labour in Victorian 
times was rampant. Factory and 
mill owners saw children as cheap effective labour. They worked fora 
mere fraction of what an adult earned. And girls were even cheaper. 





Because of their size and youthful energy there were jobs that children 
performed as good, or even better than adults. Sometimes you would 
find more children than adults working at a factory. 


At the factories children had no rights. The dirtiest jobs were given to 
the children. Many times a child would be told to clean under machines 
even while they were running. There were little or no safety measures 
put in place in Victorian times so the occurrence of an injury and even 
death was not uncommon. Victorian child labour consisted of very long 
working hours. The normal work week would be Monday thru Saturday 
from 6 A.M. to 8 P.M. Children would be beaten or fined for falling 
asleep, making a mistake or being late. 





Life was equally hard for adult factory workers. Until 1833, hours of 
employment were not regulated, and it was 1844 before the law insisted 
that the machinery had to be fenced to prevent death and 
dismemberment. The thunderous noise of the machinery never ceased, 
so most older workers became deaf. Lung diseases were also prevalent, 
caused by the minute fiber fragments in the air. Few adults could leave 
the mills, especially when whole cities were devoted to textiles and little 
other work was available.

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The Chelsea Pensioners 


It was in the 1851 English Census, that Daniel 
(age 60) was listed as a “Chelsea Pensioner’. 


Raised in 1719 by General Edmund Fielding 
the regiment was formed of Invalids and 
Chelsea Out-Pensioners (soldiers who were to 
diseased, injured or old to serve in the regular 
army, but not so that they warranted a place in 
the Chelsea Hospital). 


“Chelsea Pensioners’, according to the British 
Army Service Records, are men that have 
pensioned out of the British Army 1760 to 
1913. 





These pensions were 
administered through The 
Royal Hospital at Chelsea. 
The great majority of 
pensioned soldiers were "“out- 
pensioners" and did not 
reside at the Hospital itself.” 





The long scarlet coat is an icon of the Royal 
Hospital Chelsea and is worn with pride by 
the Chelsea Pensioners.

“...Mr. Eaton had been a ringer in the Ashton Parish Church upwards of 
62 years, and was the last person who rung in the old tower, which was 
in 1817 — the new one being commenced on the 12th of December in 
that year, and completed on December 12th, 1818. 


There is no record of all the peals he rung, but among the many various 
methods is one 5,000 Plain Bob Royal ; five 5,000 and one 8,000 Treble 
Bob Royal ; seven 5,000 Grandsire Triples ; fourteen 5,000, one 7,000, 
and one 10,000 Grandsire Caters ; and two 5,000 Grandsire Cinques ; 
thus making, as far as can be ascertained, 32 peals in different parts of 
the country. 


He was tutor of several ringers in different parts of the country. On the 
and of September, 1872, the Ashton ringers took part in a contest at 
Eccles, and were successful in securing the first prize. Mr* Eaton was 
one of the selected judges, and he composed a poem commemorative of 
the event. 


He was also well known in 
another capacity, that of town 
crier, having succeeded Daniel 
Wood at his death in 1860, and 
the court leet gave him the 
appointment of the obsolete office 
of ale-taster.

The most likely reason that Daniel was born in Portsmouth, is due to the 
fact that his father was in the military. Portsmouth was vital in the 
Napoleonic Wars in France, and Spain. 


We have Daniel's christening date, 11 Feb 1824, at the St. Thomas

When he left England and when Daniel Arrived in America, we do not

A bit later, the United States’ 
government, in an attempt to 
quell the "Mormon up rising", 
sent an army of men lead by 
Albert Sidney Johnston.

In 1875, Daniel married the widow Catherine McReavy Frazier Daniel 
was 51 years old when he married the widow, Catherine McReavy 
Frasier. Catherine previously marrying John Frazier, and had 3 girls. 
Daniel’s one and only child, with Catherine, was Winfield Scott Wood, 
who was born in 1876. They were married in Salt Lake City, Utah. 
Catherine McReavy was '% English, and % Scottish. 


Daniel was to live to the age of 71. 


During the fall of 1888, there is a newspaper account of Daniel being 
robbed by “ruffians”. Details in the newspaper account tells us that 
Daniel had a Job with Sell’s Lumber, as a night watchman. How many 
years, before and after 1888, he worked there we don't know. 


It was about this time that Daniel ventured in his final phase of business. 
While keeping his job at the lumber yard, at least for awhile, he set up 
retail establishments in Ogden, then in Park City. 


In his published Death Notice, special attention was mentioned in the 
notice, that Daniel Wood was well known in Ogden & Park City. 


Through extensive research, Daniel Wood’s name is associated with 
businesses in both Ogden & Park City. It is important to note, that these 
Same business no longer exist after Daniel's death. 


Daniel was to spend as least two years in Ogden selling groceries, 
tobacco, imported Japanese Tea, etc.... This was the years from 1884 — 
1886, but this is just his advertising. He could have spent time on each 
end of those years mentioned. 


Then, in Park City, between the advertising years of 1888 to 1895, 
Daniel sold “Pure home-made candy’, a complete line of all kinds of 
fresh bread, cakes, and pastries. 


Then, in February of 1895, Daniel published a notice in the Park Record 
paper (Park City) paper, stating that he “... closed out his stock, and was 
thinking about moving out of state, perhaps Wyoming.” 


The next thing we know, Daniel did die out of state. Whether he made it 
to Wyoming we dont know, but he died in Glen Springs, Colorado.

Nauvoo Legion In Utah 


The name Nauvoo Legion was revived in Utah and applied to the 
organized militia of the state of Deseret and later of Utah Territory. This 
legion was called upon in 1849 to subdue marauding Indians, and its 
members served in the so-called Walker War of 1853-1854, named after 
Wakara, a Ute chieftain. With the approach of the Utah expedition in 
1857-1858, the Utah militia harassed and burned U.S. Army supply 
trains and prepared, if necessary, to prevent the entry of U.S. troops into 
Salt Lake City. In 1862, during the American Civil War, two units of the 
Nauvoo Legion protected overland mail and telegraph lines. Later, with a 
force of some 2,500 men, it fought against Indians in Utah's Black Hawk 
War (1865-1868).

According to his 1918 WWI Draft Registration card, Winfield was working 
for MD Cossgrove, as a waiter, also confirmed by the 1920 Census, 
where he was listed as a “Waiter” in a cafe. 


Winfield would go on to sell insurance for 10 years. In 1912, Winfield 
was charged with assault with a deadly weapon, and had spent some 
time in Prison.

Slipping on the ice at First 
North and First West streets, 
Wintield Wood, 60, 641 West 
First North street, suffered a 
fractured left hip. His 
condition was “poor” late 
Saturday at the Salt Lake 
General hospital. 


Katie did not have it easy living in Salt Lake City. She married Winfield 
Scott Wood in 1899, and her first child, Katherine, was born in 1900. 
They went on to have 9 children, one of which, Filmore, was adopted 
out. He was born in 1913, during a very turbulent time for the Wood 
household. 


Katie's husband, Winfield, was 
caught up in a two year love 
affair, in which he spent most of 
his ttme and money on his 
mistress. At one point, the 
relationship was being put on 
hold, by his enticing lover. 
Winfield was angry with her, and 
So very jealous of anyone who 
might be spending time with her, 
that on one occasion, he actually 
shot her in the chest, as she 
flaunted her affection on a trolley 
driver. 


Winfield spent 5 years in the

Church News 


THE CHURCH OF JESUS CHRIST OF LATTER-DAY SAINTS 
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There were probably a few Latter-day Saints among the Americans who were sent to 
South Vietnam in the late 1950s as advisors in the conflict with North Vietnam. A small 
number of members, mostly U.S. military personnel and their families, began meeting in 
Saigon in 1962, and on 30 June of that year, President Robert S. Taylor of the Southern 
Far East Mission organized them into a group with Cecil L. Cavender as leader. 





Many Latter-day Saints in Vietnam actively shared the gospel with their associates. 
Captain John T. Mullenex became the first known convert there on 3 November 1962. 
Two Vietnamese women, Duong Thuy Van and Nguyen Thi Thuy, were baptized on 3 
February 1963. A future Church leader in Vietnam, Nguyen Cao Minh, joined the Church 
on 14 August 1963 while receiving military training in Biloxi, Mississippi. 


Elder Gordon B. Hinckley of the Quorum of the Twelve became the first General 
Authority to visit Vietnam in May 1963 when he and President Jay A. Quealy of the 
Southern Far East Mission met with Church members in Saigon. By the end of 1964 
there were 140 members in Saigon, 17 of whom were Vietnamese. In August 1963, a 
Small group of servicemen began holding Church meetings on an airbase in Bien Hoa. 


In May 1965, President Quealy organized the LDS servicemen in Vietnam into four 
groups, including the branch in Saigon. He also appointed Harper K. Morris as LDS 
servicemen's coordinator for South Vietnam and designated the country as a zone of the 
Southern Far East Mission. In November, the zone was divided into three districts: North, 
Central, and South, with a president and counselors over each. 





In June 1967, the Saigon Branch rented a home that could serve as a chapel. It included 
a cement enclosure, probably intended as a rain reservoir, that doubled as a baptismal 
font. The Church was officially recognized by the South Vietnamese government on 26 
October 1967. By 1968, at the height of U.S. involvement in the Vietnam War, the 
Church estimated that there were more than 5,000 Latter-day Saint servicemen in the 
country, including six chaplains, organized into over 60 groups. About 70 Vietnamese 
had joined the Church by that time. 


Responsibility for Church efforts in Vietnam shifted from the Southern Far East Mission 
to the Southeast Asia Mission in November 1969. Vietnam became part of the Hong 
Kong-Taiwan Mission in October 1970 and of the Hong Kong Mission in January 1971.

Day Saints) occasioned important personnel changes 
at Da Nang during the first months of 1966. Suppor- 
ting battalions were usually located in a single com- 
pound. This provided the chaplain attached to such 
support units with greater ease of coverage of his 
own units and those not having their own chaplain, 
ince Chaplain Wood was expected to cover an ex- 
tensive area of the I Corps as the only Latter Day 
Saint chaplain, he was attached to 9th Motor 
Transport Battalion, This gave him unit stability and 
also transportation opportunities. 
In addition to the interdenominational services he 
supplied his unit, Chaplain Wood was personally in- 
novative in important areas. He reported: 


To assist the troops at 9th Motors, I established classes in 
French and Spanish languages, which | offered to anyone 
who might be interested, and as the battalion Civil Affairs 
officer, 1 became involved in the battalion's plan to build a 
well and a school for a nearby village. Frequent visits with 
corpsmen to that village also enhanced my rapport with 
the native populace, and my understanding of the people. 
From the beginning, | made an attempt to learn and speak 
the language of the Vietnamese. As I practiced it with 
them, rapport became much warmer, and my own interest 
in the presentation of lectures to the troops on the 
religions of South Vietnam was increased a great deal." 
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In keeping with the division's desire to provide a 
broad denominational base for religious coverage, 
division Chaplain Morton decided that Chaplain 
Wood's services as an LDS chaplain would be 
employed more effectively if he were to have more

Chaplain Reiner’s activities were duplicated by

Chaplains Hodges Wood with FLSG-A and 
Chaplains Radasky, Reiner, MacLean, and 
Lionberger at division headquarters provided Chris- 
tian Science, LDS, Orthodox, Jewish, Episcopalian, 
and Lurheran services respectively. The larger pro- 
portion of chaplains attached to the more numerous 
line battalions were representatives of the major 
religious bodies of America.

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A year later my older brother Benjamin was born, March 7th probably in 
1923. There was a big earthquake that day. This all happened in El 
Paso. Latter they moved to Sacramento, where is [he] got a job at the 
S.P.. They lived in town. A year later my sister Carmen was born. I, 
Cecilia, was born November 22, 1925. In a two story house at fifth and 
“O” street in Sacramento down town. | was born at home on a Sunday 


morning. 


Our dad was sent to work by the S.P. to work some place in Nevada. At 
that time he was working in the track. It was hard work, but my dad was 
young and has always been a hard worker. My mother did not like it 
there because it was very cold, and she also told us that one day she 
was sitting by the tracks waiting for my dad , she had fixed him a lunch, 
when all of a sudden she looked down and was scared to death to see a 
nest of snakes. She took her little kids and ran all the way home. 


We were still living in town when my dad brought his mother, father, his 


brother and sister to Sacramento. 
They lived on 16th street close to 
the Governor's house, we used to 
take walks around that block all 
the time. Ben must have been 
about six years old. Carmen 
about 5, and | must have been 
about 4 years old. | remember 
the day we went to see the house 
we were to live In “Gardenland’. 
It was on the corner of American 
Way and Wilson Street. We were 
all very disappointed with the 
house. There was tall dry grass 
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aa Carmen, tt Ygnacia & Celestino 


all around the house and yard. There was no water. Later when we 
moved in my dad dug a well and installed a hand water pump. 
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Gardenland was established 
during the 1920s, by immigrant 
farmworkers and railroad 
employees and was named 
Gardenland because of the 
trees; others say because of the 
large land lots where anything 
"grew", whatever the case itis a 
haven of rich agriculture filled with beautiful landscape and scenery. As of 1940 it 
was an unincorporated with much of its population being of Mexican or Portuguese 
descent. 





Gardenland is a neighborhood in the city of Sacramento, California around the 
Natomas Basin. It borders Northgate Boulevard to the west, Indiana Avenue to the 
north, the East Levee Basin to the east, and the Arden-Garden Highway to the 
south. It is the richest agricultural area within city limits. 


My mother made friends right away, because all the men worked at the 
S.P. My mother was a very friendly person and everyone liked her. They 
all called her “Nachita”. It was at this time that | remember going to 
Arizona to visit our grandparent Papa’ Jose and mama Chole, parents of 
my mother. My dad and my mother had had a misunderstanding, and my 
mother wanted to get away for a while. My dad took out a pass for the 
train for my mother, Ben, Carmen and me. The city of Yuma Arizona was 
very hot and dusty, especially where we lived, but we were very happy 
there with our grandparents, aunt Minga, Chole, Agripina, socoro and 
our tio [uncle] Victor. We also met uncle Rayo & his wife and many 
Cousins. 


After our trip to Arizona, we lived very happy there in “Gardenland”. My 
dad had a good job at the S.P. My mother always had something good 
for us to eat. As far as entertainment at this time | don’t remember very 
much. | remember my dad and my mother were invites to a dance. My 
mother looked beautiful in a violet color dress with bright sequins. When 
they came home from the dance she was crying, | don’t know what 
happened. My dad and her had an argument. 


On Sundays we went to church at the Blessed Sacrament Cathedral 
downtown. There weren't many catholic churches around. My dad 
belonged to the Holy Name Society and we attended picnics by the river, 
my dad cooked the bar-be-que goat. Every once in a while my dad would 
take us all to the movies at the Lyico theatre downtown. 
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Actually we never lived with grandmother Chole 
or grandfather Jose. My grandmother Chole and 
grandfather came to California from Arizona in 
the 1930's. We were living in Elk Grove 
somewhere | can't remember | was too young. 
My dad’s family was living in the house where 
we used to live in Gardenland. My dad fixed up 
the garage there so that my mother’s family 
could live there. | still remember it was only one 
room but all seven of them were able to live 
there. 





My grandfather Jose’, my mother’s father 
worked in the fields there in Gardenland. He 
used to plant a garden every year. My “mama 
Chole” was a beautiful person. Not only her 
face and her hair, but she was very kind and 
always helping some body. | was very close to 
her, when she died of asthma. | cried very 
much. Soon after my aunt Minga married Frank 
Avela. My grandfather (papa Jose’) Chole, 
Victor, Pina (Agriping) and my aunt Coro 
(Socorro) went to live in a little house on the 
property of aunt Minga & tio Pancho (Frank 
Avila) many cousins. We stayed there for a while when we returned to 
Sacramento my dad had new toys and clothes for us.

Carmen took Nancy, Mary, Sam, and Tino on the 3 day trip to Mexico. 
Since Grandpa Celestino had a Train Pass, they took the train from 
Sacramento, California to El Paso, Texas. This leg of the trip alone was 
about two days, then the spent the night at their Aunt Piedad’s house. 
Piedad, being Celestino’s sister. From there, the took the bus leaving 
Juarez, going to Zacatecas .... As they got closer to El Arenal, the buses 
got more, and more “country” like, with chickens and all sorts being 
transported on the buses ... 


As they arrived in El Arenal, they had a bit of cultural shock. There was 
not cars, no bicycles, and No Electricity. How the neighbors were 
amazed with a portable radio that they had brought with them. The 
village was small, dirt roads and very humble adobe style houses .... 
Even the Church was made of adobe. 


Most of the family stayed at Carmen's mother house, but Nancy was 
able to stay at Carmen's sister's house, which apparently was quite nice, 
and had an extra bed. After a short bit, Carmen went to town, by bus, 
and had bought a mattress, so they could all stay at her mother’s house.

We lived in part of 
the house because the owner, Mr. Moody, still lived there in the other 
rooms of the house.

| would like to remember more about the first house we lived in Elk 
Grove.

Grandpa Lopez and grandma Carmen had a 
big family, so, in addition to our older aunts and uncles, we also had lots 
of “younger aunts and uncles — who seemed much more like cousins.

"On our visits to Sacramento, my mother, my sister Wendy, my brother 
Mark, and | would stay at either my aunt Connie's house, aunt Cecilia's, 
aunt Rosie's, and/or grandpa's house.

"Grandpa also had the “Old 
house’, not too far away, that he 
had a cow, and some hogs. This 
was the house that had burnt 
down some years ago, but the 
barn and animal pins were still 
used by him. | remember on 
several occasions trying to milk 
the cow and feeding the pigs. 
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The comforting smells of the 
animals, grandpa’s vegetable 
gardens, his home, and himself as well — bring back many memories.

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Moving to Southern California 


Why California? By the time | was born, Dad’s three uncles had already 
moved to Southern California. All three of them continued working for 
the Greyhound Bus company, as they did in Salt Lake City. 


Dad's oldest brother, Jack, was the first to move to Southern California 
after their uncles had made the move. Jack, and his family moved first to 
Long Beach, then Hawthorne, and finally in a new home in the north end 
of Torrance. Seven years later Jack and his family would move to a very 
large house with a swimming pool, just a mile away. 


In the early part of 1960, Dad made the journey to California alone and 
ina 1946 Chevy, which just barely made it, having a cracked block. 


Dad’s goal was now to start working, make money, and secure housing 
so Mother and | could make the move as well. 


Dad, now in Long 
Beach, started working 
with his brother, Jack, 
doing landscaping, 
clearing out yards, and 
general garden and lawn 
care. Jack was working 
elsewhere, but whena 
‘lead’ came through, 
jack would see the 
customer and give them 
a quote for job to be 
done Dad then did the 
work outlined in the 
quote. 





Me asa toddler, at Uncle Jack's new home, on 
181st. in the north end of Torrance 
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About two months later, we took the Greyhound Bus to Torrance. The 
housing Dad secured was a one bedroom apartment in the old section 
of Torrance(see photo). The house was about 6 blocks from Downtown 
Torrance. 


Mom relates that on many occasions, | would roam up and down the ally- 
ways with my friend Joey Shradda. According to mom, | would at every 
chance | had, put on Dad's boots and if at Joey’s, I'd put his dad’s shoes 
on. On one occasion, | went strolling up and down the alley with Mr. 
Shradda’s shoes on, only to have him come looking for me, because he 
somewhere to go.

Wendy would be born approximately a year later, and by then we would 
move just one block down the road into a small two bedroom duplex 
(semi-attached). 
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The Move across the Road 


Wendy's first home was at: 1921 W. 222nd street. It was a small two- 
bedroom duplex, with very nice polished hardwood floors. | do remember 
Mother using her Fuller dust mop, to keep those floors dust free. 


The house we lived in was really small. It had two bedrooms and a 
rather small kitchen and eating area. One memory | can recall at this 
time, is when | tripped over the electrical cord of the coffee maker. The 
coffee spilt all over my foot. What pain -- the trip to the doctors seemed 
to take forever. | remember crying and mom trying to quiet me down by 
offering me some cookies with chocolate stripes on them. To this day | 
don't eat those cookies. 
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We loved all the small items for sale in Newberry’s, including small pets, 
like those small fresh water turtles. Oh that creaky wooden floor!! 


Dad always bought the best ice 
cream from Thrifty Drug store, like 
raspberry wave, and rocky road, 
however, we still love the soft ice 
cream in a cone from Foster 
Freeze. 


Oh how | loved vanilla, but when | 
was young, | couldn't pronounce 
my “V's so well. One time when | 
was with George on bikes, | had 
too order chocolate, to avoid 
saying “banilla’, oh how | hated 
that chocolate ice cream cone If | 
remember, | ‘accidently’ dropped 
the cone .. 
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Days at the Beach 





Oh the many memories of 
going to the beach. 
Laying out on the beach 
with our beach sized 
towels. Going for a swim, 
and then coming back 
desperately wanting a 
lemon-lime soda to wash 
away the salt in my 
throat. Not that | kept my 
mouth open while playing 
in the ocean, but it hada 
habit of getting there 


anyway. Mom always took us to Redondo Beach, right next to the Pier. 
Wasn't until our teen age years, that we went with our friends. | know 
not many places have beaches, let alone where it is warm & often very 


hot. 
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Dad’s gardening business and work trucks 


Constantly, since then, Dad has done gardening for the next 50 years. 
As |’m writing this history, Dad is now retired. Dad started his business 
with an older Chevy truck. He then bought a brand new Chevy truck in 
1970. The cost was about $3,000. It was a nice one ... an orange truck 
with some nice interior bits. That truck lasted many years. It must have 
been in the early 90s, when | gave Dad a truck | had bought a short time 
earlier from our neighbour, Simon Sandoval. It came with a huge camper 
on it. Toot it once to Hemet Lake, and spent the night. Mark & Sonia, 
with their 3 children also came .... It was nice. | then traded Dad trucks 
with a Ford Truck | had bought from Uncle Jack. 


Dad had an old greenish-blue Chevy truck. It was a manual three speed 
and the sounds that the transmission used to make really was amusing 
to us children. As it would hum, we likewise would make that ever so 
loud and lively sound.

The Measles, Mumps, and Chicken Pox 


One Christmas morning, 
Wendy and | both woke up 
with the Mumps. On another 
occasion, Wendy and Mark 
both woke up with the 
Chicken Pox. The next year, 
we all shared the Measles. 


It was on a saturday morning 
when Mom took me & Wendy 
to get our Polio jab. Once 
there, | got my jab first, but 
when it was her turn, Wendy 
decided against having her 
jab, they had to catch her 
first. She ran behind chairs 
and under tables. Whether she had the jab or not, | don't know, all | 
remember is her running all over the office. We had no other vaccines, 
just the polio. We just went through the natural process of having those 
childhood diseases, and are the better for it. 





A Few Memories, and the Move Next Door 


When Mark was born, we moved next door, 1917 w. 222"™% st, to a larger 
two bedroom house. Mark and | shared bunkbeds, and Wendy had her 
bed opposite ours 


On that moving day, it was late and | remember seeing the television 
show "Gilligan's Island". We had dinner about what seemed to be about 
8:00pm and watched |.V. on the portable T.V. trays. We thought that 
that was a nice treat. | remember Mark's crib, so he must have been still 
very young. 


. We had a small backyard in which to play. In addition, there was an 
alleyway just to the side of our house. We had a nice quite 
neighbourhood, and we played outdoors till mother called us in for 
dinner. 


Mom’s #1 rule: “No snacking after she put the kitchen light on”. 
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| would also roam the alleys with Georgie Williams. Come Saturdays, we 
would go hunting so very early in the morning with our wagons -- hunting 
for hidden treasures that others had thrown away. 


| recall, when Mark was a bit older, Mom and Dad ordering a set of bunk 
beds for us boys. Mark turned out to be a “rocker”. Mark couldn't go to 
sleep with out rocking back and forth on his bed. He had the bottom 
bunk, and | recall countless night with the bed rocking back and forth. 
The rocking lasted perhaps 20-30 minutes. 


On Saturday, Sears delivered our long awaiting refrigerator. Mom 
noticed it had a scratch or some kind of mark on it, and mom made them 
return it and give us a new one without scratches or marks. Mom wasn't 
afraid to stand up for what she wanted. 


My favorite, was my red wagon. | used to ride that wagon everywhere, 
up and down the sidewalks, and taking the turns as fast as | could. We 
soon had got our first bike, with trainning wheels, of course. One day, 
mom helped me learn to ride the bike with No trainning wheels. As you 
do, she was pushing me and let go without me knowing ..... Off | went, 
and have enjoyed many bikes since. 


In that same larger 2 bedroom house, 

we also had a nice polished hardwood 
floor. One afternoon, and | dont 
remember where Mom & Dad were, 
Wendy and | decided to tack down the 
new area rug that Mom & Dad had just 
bought. Why did we do it?? Together we 
hammered at least 20-30 tacks, with me 
doing the hammering, and Wendy handing me the tacks. 
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This reminds me of the time our two hamsters got loose, we never did 
find them. In that house, we had a cat for a short while, two Guinea pigs, 
one of which we gave the name Henry to, only to find out he was a she, 
SO we named her Henrietta. In addition, we had a medium size tortoise 
named touche. We lost him one winter, did think he was hibernating 
under the front porch. Much to our surprise when he made his 
appearance that spring.

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On the Bicycle 


For my 8" birthday, Mom & Dad gave 
me a new Schwinn bicycle, and | 
would often give Wendy a ride. We 
rode up & down the block, and 
around the block. 


One afternoon, however, while giving 
her a ride, Wendy let out a scream 
and the bike came to a skidding halt. 
Wendy had gotten her foot caught in 
the spokes of the back wheel. | 
remember exactly where it happened, 
about 30 yards from our house. 
Luckily, we had a nurse living in the 
house right next to us. Mrs. Turner, 
was an elderly lady with white hair, quite nice and had a southern 
accent. Well, Mrs. Turner brought Wendy in her house, and | remember 
her wrapping Wendy's ankle up with one of those elastic bandages. I’m 
Sure it was minor, because that’s the last | remember of the mishap. 





The Helm’s Bakery Truck 


| remember the Helms Bakery 
truck stopping in front of our 
house many times. We loved 
the wonderful aroma when 
those back backdoors were 
opened. 


The Bakery stopped the trucks 
in 1969, so we had the last 
couple of years’ worth before it 
all ended. 





“The Helms Bakery was a southern California fixture for decades, from 1931 to 1969. 
Their slogan was “Daily at Your Door” and their products were delivered throughout 
southern California by delivery wagons packed with fresh loaves of bread, donuts, 
cookies and cake.” 
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Church 


Being members of the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-Day Saints, we 

had two meetings each & every Sunday. Sunday School was 1 % hours 
in the mornings, and in the afternoon was Sacrament Meeting, also 1 % 
hours. Primary was held on wednesday afternoons. 


Our walk to Church took all of 10 minutes. We lived about 4 blocks away 
and only had to cross one street. It seemed as if every Sunday was a 
sunny day. It was a glorious walk with both Mom & Dad. Sometimes after 
Church, Mom & Dad would take us to McDonald's for lunch. No Happy 
Meals back then. 


Our Ward building was truly a building to remember. In addition to our 
regular church meetings on sunday & wednesdays, we also had the 
occasional ward dinners, plays, sports, and Christmas time bazaars”. 
At those bazaars would be craft items, homemade gifts and baked 
goods.

Good ol’ Georgie. We first met in the 2"° grade. We attended Torrance 
Elementary School. Together, we ate pizza ant Straw Hat Pizza Parlor, 
went swimming, combed the alley-ways for good things people had 
thrown out, and finding any wild lands or creeks to explore. Georgie’s 
mother, Doris, and father, George were older and very nice. 


Georgie’s mother was also a Den Mother, and 
so we had our weekly meetings over to their 
house. His dad had built the home, and had a 
special covered patio, that we used for the 
meetings. 














Georgie also had a two-story fort, that his dad 
had made. The Pinewood derby, one year was 
great ... Georgie got first place, and | got 
second. This wasnt just our Pack, but we met 
at the Boy Scout Troop’s hall, that they used.

Torrance Elementary was the 
school we attended. It was 
about a mile away, and we 
enjoyed the walk to school. | 
say we enjoyed the walk, 
because we never really 
minded the walk. 





Torrance Elementary School 
| remember the both us, and 


later Mark, walking to school 

during some of the thickest foggy mornings. As a short-cut, we would cut 
through a housing estate, down a step dirt embankment and over the 
railroad tracks, then through the Torrance Park parking lot. Imagine! 


| remember the beginning of one school year, Mom got us dressed in our 
new school clothes, with packed lunches in hand, off we went ... full of 
excitement, and some anxiety. However, when we arrived, there were no 
other children anywhere to be seen. We were a week early!!! Imagine. 


One day, after school was over, 
Wendy had followed a couple of her 
friends as they walked home from 
school, only they didn't go home, but 
rather their afterschool day care. It 
was next to Torrance High School, 
which was about 5 blocks from our 
house. | dont think Wendy thought 
twice about being there doing art 
work, etc., but a teacher, who also 
worked at Torrance Elementary, knew 
who Wendy was, and followed 
Wendy's directions to our house. The 
center was just across the road from 
our Polliwog creek. She arrived ina 
new blue Mustang. How classy!! 
Wendy would have been in 
Kindergarten (age 5). 
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Torrance Elementary was an open air campus, that had many buildings, 
all connected with covered hallways throughout the whole school. This 
was such a blessing on those raining & scorching hot days. 


On the occasional saturday morning, we would 
look for those red rubber playground balls that 
found their way on the roofs of buildings & the 
covered hallways. We would always find at least 
one ball. | must have thought it was a free for all if 
the balls landed on top of the hallways. We even 
tried our luck at Torrance High, hoping to find 
either a volleyball, basketball, or soccer ball. | : | 
don't think | ever told anyone this, other than — 
writing this now in Wendy’s biography. | was definitely under 10 years of 
age, and Wendy would have been / or 8.

Here is a list of meals | remember Mother cooking for us. | So wanted to 
make sure this facet of our lives were covered. 


Roast Beef — It was on Sundays that we would most often have a huge 
Chuck Roast. The beef roast looked to be 1 % inches thick and about 12 
inches square. Mom would have mashed potatoes and gravy from the 
drippings. 


Tacos — yes tacos were a treat when mother would make them. We 
didn't have the hard shell Americanized version of a taco, but the soft 
corn tortillas light fried just enough to get them soft. | can almost smell 
the aroma of the ground beef and tortillas. Yes we had Spanish rice as 
well. Not sure if we had burritos, | don't remember them. 


Pasta Bake — Mother would brown the small shell or penne pasta first, 
then add the canned tomatoes and spices then let it simmer for a bit 
before letting it rest. 


Stuffed Bell Peppers — This dish was so lovely, having Spanish rice 
with ground beef baked in the green bell pepper & covered with cheese. 


Liver — On occasions liver was on the menu ... not unpleasant at all. 
Banana Squash — This meal was my least favorite. Enough said. 


Ground Beef w/Gravy — The gravy was fantastic, | we did love our 
mashed potatoes. 


Tenderized Stake — Mom or dad would have the butcher run the large 
steak through their mechanical tenderizer. It must have been a much 
cheaper cut of meat, but was quite tender.

As a side note: We didn't get our membership money refunded, which 
was about $400, but there you go ... Our young attorney, Michael 
Kellogg, was a sole practitioner in Torrance. In 1996, Gov. Pete Wilson 
appoint Michael to Los Angeles Municipal Court. Then in the year 2000, 
Michael was elevated to the Superior Court, for the State of California.

Memorial Park, which was about 5 miles away. 
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sometime in 1984, | bought my 
1972 Dodge Dart. | saw it off 
the side of the road near our 
house, $750 cash. 


| took a job delivering the L.A. 
Times newspaper in the 
mornings. This was to allow me 
the day time to start my college 
education at El Camino 
Community College. Working in the mornings, 4am-6am, was ideal to 
listen to the radio while | delivered the paper. My choice station was 
KPFK, they had a broadcaster, Roy of Hollywood, that had the most 
diverse programming from 12midnight to 6am. 





With this schedule, | had lots of 
time to do Institute classes & 
activities. Also plenty of time to 
spend with friends. 


| spent lots of time with my 
buddies: Lamont Mitchell, Dale 
Bench, David Lang, and of 
course my brother, Mark.

With School over, and knowing | was going to Washington D.C. in 
January (1988), Lamont & | planned a trip to get an idea of what D.C. 
was about. Taking the Amtrak train to D.C., we could stop in Salt Lake 
City for a few days, then on to D.C. for a week, then to New Orleans, 
then on to El Paso, and back to Los Angeles. 


While in El Paso, we planned to stayed for about a week, with the 
parents of my sister-in-law, Sonia Pina.

February 1989, after 
George Bush's victory, 
Kara came to visit and 
attended some of the 
Inaugural festivities, 
such as, the Inaugural 
Parade, & a couple of 
the Inaugural 
Balls/Dances.

We cleaned carpets in Hemet, Temecula, and in Orange County, and to 
reach those cities in Orange County, we had to drive to Lake Elsinore, 
then take the Ortega Highway through the mountains, and after 60 
minutes, we would be in San Juan Capistrano, Orange County. We 
cleaned carpets in some nice houses, some worth over a million dollars. 
These were huge homes. | really did get good at steam cleaning carpets, 
and a good carpet cleaning starts with a good vacuum, especially around 
the edges. Now to fair, | did carpet steam cleaning before at A1 Carpet 
Cleaning, in Gardena, some ten years earlier, we used a portable unit 
instead of a truck mounted system. 


After about 3 months, | literally got sick to my stomach one night, as | 
was working late, and doing this job all by myself. | was getting paid $10 
an hour, while Bob, the owner was making the full whack, minus my 
wage.

She was living in Rio Visa, 
which is such a nice little town, about 20 
miles from Sacramento. We also visited 
Nancy, my first wife. Nancy has 5 girls, 
including Jenny who about 21 years old. 


Later that year, around Thanksgiving or 
so, we took a trip to Utah. There we 
visited Helen's sister Jane. We had a 
fantastic time and really enjoyed looking 
around Salt Lake City. 


| would even say that we developed 
thoughts about moving there. There was 
lots of snow in Salt Lake, but we really 
got a good feeling about it all. 
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ADT Home Security Systems 


Back in Torrance, | started selling ADT home security systems. Working 
for an ADT dealer, was not too hard at all. | had to go door-to-door and 
try and get in and make a presentation of the Home Security System. 
The customer just had to put down $99 and make monthly payments. 
Some months were better than others, but $500 - $800 was the average 
week commission. 


About a year later, | sought a job with ADT corporate. At the corporate 
office, things were so professional and huge. A huge building. Corporate 
also had all the benefits, and the pay was much higher. The commission 
rate increased, aS we got more & more sales during the month. 


The Move to Taylorsville, Utah 


Using my skills of selling 
vacuums and ADT witha 
dealer, to, after two months, to 
achieve the highest commission 
rates. For the 6 months, prior to 
us leaving for Utah, | had . 
averaged about $12,000 a 4 Ieee 
month. Totally unbelievable, we . —— 
were doing well, very well. 





Thinking that | could continue 
selling ADT even in Utah, we decided to move to Taylorsville, UT in July 
of 2002. Helen's sister, Jane, was living in Kaysville. 


Isaac was now 11 months and Seth 23 months. Rob was now 16 and 
Sophie 13. The home was a duplex (rent $700/mo), with two bedrooms 
and one bath. The house also had a basement, though unfinished, it was 
big, unfinished, and had a lot of potential. 


| found myself spending lots of time downstairs building Rob's bedroom. 
This made three bedrooms now. Our plans included building a laundry 
room, a bedroom for the boys, a large bedroom for us, and a bathroom 
as well. There were walls to build and electrical wires to run. 
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Over the next few months | had built the small bedroom for the boys, 
which included a small nook under the stairs. Though the boys never did 
move down there, when Mom, and later Dad came to visit, they stayed in 
there. It was quiet and dark. As a matter of fact, Helen and | took turns 
staying down there, it was the only way to get the rest we needed. It was 
like an isolation chamber, totally quiet. 


When mom came, we took her to 
downtown Salt Lake, where we went 
to Temp le Square, saw the movie 
"Testaments" (real good). On one 
occasion, | took her to the First 
Presidency’s Christmas Devotional -- 
this was held at the Conference 
Center. 


Dad came for Christmas, it went so 
well, lots and lots of presents and 
Helen's traditional cooking. 


For Boxing Day, the day after, we had 
invited Uncle Dick & Aunt Gerry, and 
Aunt Linda -- it was so nice to see 
them. My cousin Britney, Linda's 
daughter, brought her little baby. 





While in Taylorsville, Rob got his driver's license. He worked for 
Einstein's bagels on a part time basis. Needless to say, he was driving 
that truck (our '73 chevy) all over Taylorsville. Rob did alright in school, 
much better at the beginning, but got lazy towards the end. 


Workwise, the home security systems were not selling, like they were in 
the heart of Los Angeles. Crime was big in Los Angeles, and in Utah, the 
perceived crime was not there. 
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| tried selling Kirby as well and even went door to door cleaning carpets. 
Money flow was low, and we were relying on the Church Welfare for our 
food. Though, we enjoyed the real butter, all the meat we wanted, and 
lots of other good stuff -- we knew we needed a change. Just before we 
left for Torrance to live, in preparation to moving to England, | filed my 
taxes for the year of 2003. | was to receive $5,000 back from my taxes, 
but it turns out that the State of California nabbed that tax return. So | 
unwittingly paid some of my back AFDC arrears. 
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Move back to Torrance, before moving to England 


We moved back to Torrance in March of 
2003, our plans were to move to England. 
However, it turned out that because of my 
back AFDC arrears, my passport was 
being denied. When Robby was born, 
Nancy and | werent married, so Nancy 
had to go on welfare. The State of 
California was now making me payback 
most of that money Nancy had received in 
those two years she received welfare. 








So, | have to payoff the back arrears of 
$32K (most of this amount is interest), 
before | could get my passport. Helen with the boys and Sophie did take 
off for England in mid March. They were able to find a small house in 
Kingskerswell, a small village in the county of Devon. Helen was about 4 
months along with our third child, and last child. We were assuming the 
baby would be a boy. Though | wished at one point to have a little girl, it 
was not to be. | so loved my nieces, Mellissa and Jocelyn. | would spoil 
them at every chance | spent with them. 


Rob moved back to live with his mother, though he enjoyed the freedom 
of driving the truck, he was not keeping his grades up. He needed more 
Supervision and less freedom, otherwise he would not have graduated. 
At this point, | gave Dad the truck. 


| concentrated on selling ADT home security systems. In my off time, | 
would send emails and place phone calls to various agencies in 
Sacramento and Washington D.C. who had to do with child support. | 
had to get my account cleared so that my passport would be realized 
and | could join my family in England. 


After much many phone calls & emails, and some positive thinking, it 
happened — my passport was cleared, at least the State saw | had made 
a large payment, this of course my tax refund. | could now apply for a 
visa to stay in the UK. 
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Things happened to go my way — | was able to prove to the UK 
consultant that | wouldn't be a dependant on the State and that | could 
Support me and my family. They accepted my paperwork and | was 
granted the visa. | now had the green light to book my flight to England 
and join my family. 
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Moving to England 


Kingskerswell, Devon 


The baby was due towards the 
end of July — | was due to 
arrive on the 23rd of July. Sure 
enough, | did make it in time — 
Elijah was born on the 26th 
2003. | was happy to be in 
England, | was happy to be 
with my family — 


| dont know how things fell 
into place for me — in regards 
to by passport getting cleared 
and my visa application being 
approved, it was truly a miracle 


Soon afterwards, | had a 
health wellness check-up and 
everything was fine, but one 
night as Sophie wasn't doing 
the dishes properly, | blew up 
and lost my temper. | went up 
stairs, and soon experienced 
heart pains. It was a heart 
attack. | spent 5 days In 
hospital. 
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That heart attack happened 
the night before | was to 
Start a job with British Gas 
Company. It has been 11 
years now, and no other 
health problem. There has 
been the occasional 
bumps, bruises, splinters, 
nail in the foot, but 
otherwise fine. Oh, | did 
pass some kidney stones in 
2014. 





Let me say, the health care 

system is fantastic. We show no id whatsoever, we just give our name 
and birthdate to make sure the proper records are being looked at on the 
computer.

Childhood 


| was 3rd child in our family, born on my brothers 2nd birthday, 24th July 
1962. Dad moved a lot with his work with Midland bank, we had lots of 
homes and as foster parents our homes were filled with many children! 


| started school every early, we lived in a little village called 
Abbotskerswell, the teachers there allowed me to go to school with my 
siblings from 3 years old, | learned to read and write very early and have 
always loved to do both. Maths has always beaten me, | am hopeless, 
never enjoyed anything more than the very basics. ( and have never 
needed more than that!) 


| left school at 15 with 4 GCSE passes and 5 CSE passes , worked ina 
gift store for 2 years and then trained as an orthopaedic nurse at Mount 
Gould hospital in Plymouth Devon. 


Adult Years 


| left the hospital in 1981 at 19, and lived and worked in London as a 
maternity nanny. | would move into peoples' homes when they had their 
babies and help them to learn how to care for them. After about 8 weeks 
| would move in with another family and start all over again. | worked 
with one lovely family and looked after baby Orlando, | was so happy 
there that when they asked me to stay on and be Orlando's full time 
nanny | jumped at the chance. it was such a good experience, | met 
many people working with this family. While working in London | decided 
that | should further my nursing career, | attended an interview at a 
Bristol hospital , on the train journey, | met Kevin Hatfield...... 8 months 
later we were married, no more nursing for me. He was in the British 
Army, we lived in several houses in England and Germany, had 3 
children, Daniel, Jordan and Sophie. When Sophie was 10 weeks old, he 
decided that he didn't want to be married anymore and left. | was a 
single parent for 10 years, those were the hardest yet most satisfying 
and incredible years for me. 
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Meeting Howard & moving to the States 


After 10 years of raising my children alone, | began to feel that the time 
was right to search again for a man to spend my life with. | had no idea 
where | should go or what | should do. A friend introduced me to LDS 
singles online. Against all my better judgement | signed up for one 
month, placed my profile and the same day | received an email from 
Howard Wood . | never contacted anyone else from that site! | met 
Howard in September 1999, in November | moved with my 3 children to 
the United States. We married on November 27th, Seth was conceived 
on our wedding night, Isaac conceived on our first anniversary! Isaac 
was born early and so these boys are 11 1/2 months apart! 


Life for me was very hard in the states. Howard and | had some huge 
challenges, 4 teenagers and a new marriage, new babies and living with 
his family was TOO HARD! We lived in San Pedro california, Hemet, 
Torrance and Utah. Dan and Jordan were homesick, there was no room 
at Grandpa Wood's house, we had to send them back to England. | think 
when they left is when | hit my lowest times. A mother should never have 
to live so far away from her children. 


When we lived in Taylorsville, Utah, | just Knew that we had to move to 
the UK. The feeling was overwhelming, we had discussed this move 
before but couldn't see how it would be possible, Howard had no 
passport and with child support arrears for Rob, he had been refused a 
passport. Even knowing this, we both felt that moving to the UK was the 
only way that our marriage could work out. 


Returning to England 


| left the States in march 2003, 5 months pregnant with my 6th baby, our 
3rd son together, | moved into a little house in Devon, with very little 
furniture and lots of hope for a bright future! 


Mircales DO happen and proof that of you are guided and prompted to 
do something, no matter how impossible it might seem, obedience pays 
off. On July 23rd, the day before | went into hospital to have Elijah, 
Howard arrived from California! What a great time that was. Seth and 
lsaac were as happy as | was to see daddy. They could barely let him 
out of their sight for months. 
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Howard secured a job with British gas, things were looking great! The 
day he was due to leave for training, he had a heart attack. What a 
shock, no-one saw that coming! He had had medical examinations just 
weeks before saying he was fit and healthy, his cholesterol was great, 
blood pressure great...but he had a whammy of a heart attack. He spent 
o days in the hospital, when he came home he was very weak, he 
developed Pericarditis, an inflammation of the sac surrounding the heart. 
He was ill for quite some time. The medication he has to take had some 
pretty horrible side effects, it took a few months to get them all adjusted 
so that he felt well again. 


Grandpa Wood comes to visit every year, we love seeing him! Kara 
came last year and at last we have found our perfect home. We have a 
lovely big town house in Newton Abbot, lots of space, close to 
everything we need. Life is very good to us. In December of 2006 
Howard and | were sealed, along with our little boys. Seth is of 
incredible intelligence, he is a master mind, quite eccentric in many 
ways ( like his dad!!) Isaac didn't speak until he was 4 years old, he 
appeared to be incredibly shy ( even with family members) he has an 
incredible memory and again exhibited some bizarre trends. When he 
was 4 he was diagnosed with aspergers syndrome, a form of autism. He 
has many fears and also has something called selective mutism. This 
means he is unable to speak when he is feeling very stressed, at school 
he usually mouths his words or whispers. 


At the same time, both Seth and Howard were unofficially diagnosed 
with a milder form of the same syndrome....all those eccentricities and 
peculiarities had a reason! The high intelligence, ability to store 
information and facts, the need for order, routine, shyness, rigidity and 
brilllance had a name. Howard and Seth are affected very little, still able 
to function normally in the world ( if a little difficult to live with at 
times!!!) 


Things have a way of working out. Having had a heart attack and being 
unable to work because of illness and circumstance, both Howard and | 
are able to raise the boys together. We have the time and means to 
really concentrate on these amazing little boys. Elijah is completely 
unaffected by the genetics of autism, he is in every way a regular little 
boy. He is such fun...he reminds of a great deal of grandpa Wood. He is 
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deliciously naughty, enormous fun, he is loved by everybody. He loves 
to dance. 


seth is very advanced at school, he reads like an adult, writes 
beautifully, is like his dad in his abilty to remember facts and figures. He 
loves to learn, he has friends and excels at many things. 


Isaac is also reading above average for his age. Hard to gage just how 
well he reads when he can't speak outloud at school! We are often told 
that they Know he has capabilites far beyond those that he shows. 


We are so blessed that we have so much help for Isaac, he has extra 
help at school. We are thrilled with how the teachers care for him. We 
see great improvements with him all the time. Unfortunately, every time 
things change, when there is a break in school for half term, school 
holidays etc it seems we go backwards. He has to start all over again 
with the fears of being away from us, his speech goes backwards and we 
all start over again! He is an incredible little boy. So loving and kind. He 
and Eli are 'best friends’ it is so touching to see how they interact. 


Life is very good here. Howard and | enjoy being able to spend time with 
the boys, Jordan and Sophie still live at home with us, Jordan is a chef 


( unfortunately he never cooks here) Sophie is at college studying health 
and beauty. Daniel lives 100 miles away and is a deputy manager fora 
beautiful Hotel, this is a temporary job, he is manager of a restaurant 
which is being refurbished. When the restaurant is open again he will 
return there. He is also a special constable for the police. 


Life is busy, loud and for the most part happy. 


UPDATE. August 13th 2007. 


Jordan and Sophie have now flown the nest and moved. Jordan has a 
flat in the town with his girlfiend, Mel, Sophie now lives and works for 
Daniel in Bath, she lives in the hotel and works there too. 


Our family is experiencing some excitement! Our dream home was sold 
and we moved into a fantastic converted barn, with an acre of land. 12 
days after we moved in here that house sold too, it has been empty for 3 
years!! The estate agents say we are like a lucky charm and want us to 
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move into all their empty homes so that they sell! We are about to move 
again, twice. We have a temporary home for 3 months and then a long 
term let from November. | hate moving house! 


Update June 2008 


Howard, the boys and | spent 3 great weeks in California in December, 
we had a wonderful time and came home in time to move house yet 
again, now we are Settled in a lovely townhouse right in the heart of 
Newton Abbot, Jordan and Mel have a lovely house right down the street 
from us and on Saturday June 7th ( 06-07-08) at 10.10pm their first baby 
was born. Joshua Alec Hatfield was born weighing in at /lbs 9.5 oz, he 
has blond hair and blue eyes. | witnessed his birth and must say it was 
the most incredible experience, drug free and miraculous. | will never 
forget seeing my grandson enter this world!

By way of introduction, this brief 
sketch of Wendy's life has been 
written by me, her older brother. 

| was very fortunate (though we 
don't know it at the time) to share 
21 years of daily life with Wendy 
(with the exception of 2 years, 
when | was in Texas serving a Mission for the 
LDS Church). 





Howard G Wood 


The purpose of this undertaking was to 
preserve those precious memories in Wendy's 
life. To do this, | used my personal Knowledge 

High School - 1979 of our shared experiences, and the letters she 

had sent to me, while | was on my Mission. In 

addition, there was an abundance of photos, documents, certificates, 
etc. that has helped me build a well-rounded sketch of her life, brief as it 
was, here on Earth. 





My primary audience for this undertaking is for my mother, myself, and 
my children and their descendants. Secondarily, for those siblings, 
aunts, uncles, and cousins who shared a close bond with Wendy. 


| felt so close to Wendy while undertaking this project, and | so wish | 
had created even more shared memories with her, but I’m sure this is 
the way with most all of us who have lost a loved one. 


The incorporation of photos, certificates, documents, and letters into this 
biography was important to me. | had to make this work as complete as | 
could. This required several steps: 1*', | had to search for as many 
photos as | could possibly find. 2"°, | painstakingly scanned those 
photos/negatives, which then gave me a digitalized file of that photo. 
3° | then spent the necessary hours using Photoshop to remove any 
scratches & other blemishes. 4'", the last step was to restore the color, 
tone, brightness, contrast, etc., all of which was necessary to give the 
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maximum enjoyment from that photo, document, etc.. My goal was to 
restore and captured “the memories’ that was created some 35- 60 
years ago. This endeavour has been most rewarding to me. 


So, let’s begin... 


Wendy Wood was born on the 
10' of December 1960. The 
hospital, The Little Company of 
Mary, is located in the north end 
of Torrance, California. The City 
of Torrance is rather large, and 
located in the section of Los 
Angeles County known as the 
South Bay. 


Wendy was the second child 
born to Howard E Wood & Nancy 
Lopez. Wendy's older brother, 
Howard, was 16 months older, 
while her brother, Mark, was 26 
months younger. Wendy was 11 
years old when her one and only 
sister, Kara, was born. 

(Our birth years: 1959, 1960, 
1963, and 1971) 
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Wendy’s Home Life 


Wendy's first home was at: 1921 W. 222nd street, in the City of Torrance 
California. It was a small two-bedroom duplex, with very nice polished 
hardwood floors. | do remember Mother using her Fuller dust mop, to 
keep those floors dust free. A big thanks to Mom, we children were 
always playing on the floors.

The Move Next Door 


When Mark was born, we moved next door, 1917 w. 222" St., toa larger 
two bedroom house. Mark and | shared bunkbeds, and Wendy had her 
bed opposite ours 


On that moving day, it was late and | remember seeing the television 
show "Gilligan's Island". We had dinner about what seemed to be about 
8:00pm and watched T.V. on the portable T.V. trays. We thought that 
that was a nice treat. | remember Mark's crib, so he must have been still 
very young. 


We had a small backyard and an alleyway just to the side of our house, 
which where we did our playing. We had a nice quite neighbourhood, 
and we played outdoors till mother called us in for dinner. 


Mom’s #1 rule: “No snacking after she put the kitchen light on”. 
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Mother’s menu 


Here is a list of meals | remember Mother cooking for us. | so wanted to 
make sure this facet of our lives were covered. 


Roast Beef — It was on Sundays that we would most often have a huge 
Chuck Roast. The beef roast looked to be 1 % inches thick and about 12 
inches square. Mom would have mashed potatoes and gravy from the 
drippings. 


Tacos — yes tacos were a treat when mother would make them. We 
didn't have the hard shell Americanized version of a taco, but the soft 
corn tortillas light fried just enough to get them soft. | can almost smell 
the aroma of the ground beef and tortillas. Yes we had Spanish rice as 
well. Not sure if we had burritos, | don't remember them. 


Pasta Bake — Mother would brown the small shell or penne pasta first, 
then add the canned tomatoes and spices then let it simmer for a bit 
before letting it rest. 


Stuffed Bell Peppers — This dish was so lovely, having Spanish rice 
with ground beef baked in the green bell pepper & covered with cheese. 


Liver — On occasions liver was on the menu ... not unpleasant at all. 
Banana Squash —- This meal was my least favorite. Enough said. 


Ground Beef w/Gravy — The gravy was fantastic, | we did love our 
mashed potatoes. 


Tenderized Stake — Mom or dad would have the butcher run the large 
steak through their mechanical tenderizer. It must have been a much 
cheaper cut of meat, but was quite tender. 


Spaghetti — Our most favourite meal. We had the plate of spaghetti with 
the sauce poured over the center. | know a lot of people have the 
Bolognese style, where you mix the sauce with the spaghetti before 
serving. 


Wednesdays have always been spaghetti for dinner. In our teen-age 
years, Wendy and | would take turns making the spaghetti dinner. We 
never used jars or packets, but used a large tin of whole tomatoes, two 
smaller tins of tomatoes sauce, and a small tin of the tomato paste. | 
used the hot Italian sausages, and Wendy liked using the sweet 
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sausages. This arrangement did work quite well. We always had chores 
to do, and we alternated days doing the cooking, setting the table, 
clearing the table, and washing the dishes. 


Potatoes Au Gratin —This was a 
dish | gradually learned to love. 
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Professional photos — thanks Mom, these are precious. 


California's favorite fairy foods - 
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The Measles, Mumps, and Chicken Pox 


One Christmas morning, Wendy 
and | both woke up with the 
Mumps. On another occasion, 
Wendy and Mark both woke up with 
the Chicken Pox. The next year, we 
all shared the Measles. 


It was on a saturday morning when 
Mom took me & Wendy to get our 
Polio jab. Once there, | got my jab 
first, but when it was her turn, 
Wendy decided against having her 
jab, they had to catch her first. 
she ran behind chairs and under 
tables. Whether she had the jab or not, | don’t Know, all | remember is 
her running all over the office. We had no other vaccines, just the polio. 
We just went through the natural process of having those childhood 
diseases, and are the better for it. 





Wendy’s best buddy, Debbie 


Though Wendy was the middle child, for the first 11 years of her life, she 
didn’t have the typical Middle Child Syndrome. Wendy didn’t have to 
share the same fun and activities that Mark and | had engaged in. 
Wendy always had her close girl friends to do things with. 


Wendy most definitely had her own set of friends. One of her earliest 
friends was a girl by the name of Debbie Billings. Debbie and her family 
were members of the Torrance 1°' Ward. The Billings family lived just up 
the block and across one street. 


One friday night, Wendy was to spend the night at Debbie's, and all was 
well for the first few hours, then she got homesick. So, in the middle of 
the night, Wendy came home and gently knocked on our front door. 
Wendy was lonely for her family (Imagine!), and had to come home on 
her own, not leaving a message with anyone at Debbie's — Imagine their 
reaction the next morning! 
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Fire in the house 


| dont think I'll ever forget | almost set the house on fire. It was one 
saturday morning, and | was looking for something under Wendy's bed. 
It was a bit dark and | could see as clearly as | wanted, so | got some 
matches and proceeded to light one. Having that lit match in hand | 
could now see much better. However, there was some cotton lining 
hanging down from the box spring. Well, that caught on fire, and before | 
knew it, in rushed Mother. She flipped that mattress & box spring on end 
and swatted that fire out. Lesson learned for me, but Wendy most likely 
smelt the aroma of burnt cotton for a while. 


In that same larger 2 bedroom house, 

we also had a nice polished hardwood 
floor. One afternoon, and | dont 
remember where Mom & Dad were, 
Wendy and | decided to tack down the 
new area rug that Mom & Dad had just 
bought. Why did we do it?? Together 
we hammered at least 20-30 tacks, 
with me doing the hammering, and Wendy handing me the tacks. 





This reminds me of the time our two hamsters got loose, we never did 
find them. In that house, we had a cat for a short while, two Guinea pigs, 
one of which we gave the name Henry to, only to find out he was a she, 
SO we named her Henrietta. In addition, we had a medium size tortoise 
named touche. We lost him one winter, did think he was hibernating 
under the front porch. Much to our surprise when he made his 
appearance that spring.

Oh the many memories of 
going to the beach.

School 


Torrance Elementary was the 
school we attended. It was 
about a mile away, and we

Torrance Elementary School 
| remember the both us, and 


later Mark, walking to school during some of the thickest foggy 
mornings. As a short-cut, we would cut through a housing estate, down a 
step dirt embankment and over the railroad tracks, then through the 
Torrance Park parking lot. Imagine! 


| remember the beginning of one school year, Mom got us dressed in our 
new school clothes, with packed lunches in hand, off we went ... full of 
excitement, and some anxiety. However, when we arrived, there were no 
other children anywhere to be seen. We were a week early!!! Imagine. 


One day, after school was over, Wendy 
had followed a couple of her friends as 
they walked home from school, only they 
didn't go home, but rather their 
afterschool day care. It was next to 
Torrance High School, which was about 
> blocks from our house. | don't think 
Wendy thought twice about being there 
doing art work, etc., but a teacher, who 
also worked at Torrance Elementary, 
knew who Wendy was, and followed 
Wendy's directions to our house. The 
center was just across the road from our 
Polliwog creek. She arrived in a new 
blue Mustang. How classy!! Wendy 
would have been in Kindergarten (age 
5). 
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Torrance Elementary was an open air campus, that had many buildings, 
all connected with covered hallways throughout the whole school. This 
was such a blessing on those raining & scorching hot days. 


On the occasional saturday morning, we would look 
for those red rubber playground balls that found 
their way on the roofs of buildings & the covered 
hallways. We would always find at least one ball. | 
must have thought it was a free for all if the balls 
landed on top of the hallways. We even tried our 
luck at Torrance High, hoping to find either a 
volleyball, basketball, or soccer ball. | don't think | 
ever told anyone this, other than writing this now in Wendy's biography. | 
was definitely under 10 years of age, and Wendy would have been / or

Other saturday mornings, Wendy and | would often go down to polliwog 
creek.

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Wendy received attendance certificates for both Primary, and Seminary. 
Wendy also graduated from Seminary in 1979. We had early morning 
seminary, starting at 6am and ending at 6:50, just time enough to go 
home, eat breakfast and go to high school. There were four of us that 
lived very close together. Our parents took turn taking us “youth” to 
seminary. Bro. Ashworth, Bro. Woodruff, and dad all took turns driving 
us to Seminary. Interestingly, all three parents had pick-up trucks, which 
meant we had four high schoolers in the front seat next to the driver.

During Wendy's senior year, she attended the LDS Regional Youth 
Conference. This Conference was a four day event. It started ona 
Thursday and finished on the Sunday. 


In an April of 1979 letter to me, Wendy wrote, “Well this weekend is 
Youth Conference. | can’t wait! Thursday night is the first night of It. 
Thursday night: Jack West is going to talk at our fireside about Book of 
Mormon artifacts. Friday night: Dinner, Dancing, games & movies (it’s 
going to be like the Love Boat, on T.V... Saturday: Breakfast & film and 
a carnival (with retarded children, it should be a rewarding experience, 
and then that night a dance. Sunday: Testimony meeting.” 


In that the same letter, Wendy wrote, “Well kid !’m sorry | didn’t write 
sooner, but I’m terrible about writing letters. But it was about time | sat 
down to write you. | just want you to know that | (we) love ya and miss 
you very much. Even though I haven't written you lately doesn’t mean 
you're never in my thoughts. | pray for you and all the other missionaries 
in the world that the Lord will protect you and help you along. Will | 
better let Kara talk to ya. Love ya Bunches, Wendy” 


In a December 1979 letter to me, Wendy wrote, “Christmas is in a couple 
of weeks and ! still haven’t gone shopping yet! In one more week, 
Christmas vacation. Boy do ! ever need a rest! 


This weekend ts the Winter Formal, | can’t wait. | still haven’t even 
finished my dress yet. It’s long and it is rust with a ruffle along the 
neckline. Jimmy’s tux is a light beige or cream color. It’s going to be on 
Saturday so it’s going to be a nice birthday present. 


Well, if | don’t hear from you before Christmas, Merry Christmas!! 

Here is a senior picture, sorry | didn’t send it to you sooner! 

Well take care and don't get too run-down, get plenty of sleep by going 
to bed early.”

| don't know how well Wendy knew her, but she 
was at the Young Adult dances in the early/mid 
1980s. | mention Katie only because | hada 
crush on her. 


On one occasion, Tim and Wendy had taken a 
fall over an embankment or ridge in Tim's car, 
somewhere in Palos Verdes. Wendy had some 
bruises, but “none the less for wear’. 





Sometime after Wendy’s death, Tim Bradshaw and | became good 
friends, and would often go to the young adult dances. We travelled far 
and wide, had a great time hanging out at the Bob Big Boys or Cocos 
after the dances. Tim and | are still in contact, thanks to FaceBook. 


Keith Hawkes 


Wendy dated Keith in her freshman year. 
Keith was a tall lad, he was 6’3”, and by the 
end of his mission, Keith grown another 2 
inches.

Christmas, and | mentioned it to my 
boss and my boss gave me a free 
ticket for a balloon ride as my 
Christmas present. So now / still 
have that ticket for a free hot air 
balloon ride! Oh, for sure when you 
get back we will have to go for a 
ride! It’s so neat! | love It.” 
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Going places with Steve 
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Wendy went on to write, “Well, has Dad written much about Delilah and 
him. Well those two seem to be getting along pretty good! | know Delilah 
wants to marry him, but you know Dad, it takes him a long time to make 
those Big decisions! Well, did Dad tell you | was thinking about moving 
out? Well, that won't be till at least, maybe the end of March [1980], 
because | still have to get me a car still. That retarded Vega hasn't ran 
since the summer, so I’ve been riding Mark’s bike to work except this 
month, I’ve been getting rides to and from work. It’s really an 
inconvenience for me and everybody. Well, how do you get to and from 
in this weather lately?” 


In a April 1980 letter to me,

In the years that followed, me 
and my friends had gone there 
a few times. Yes, the Poncho 
Via Buritto is huge.

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Wendy went on to write, in that same letter, “Besides that I’ve been 
working at A.R.C. Inc., it has been a year now. | am thinking about 
applying over at the air lines. | can get flying benefits there! 


Well, | am going to have to get a car. The Vega doesn't even work, and 
it hasn't for almost a year now. And | don’t want to put my money in that 
piece of junk especially when | want a good, reliable car. 


The only thing that keeps me sane is Steve Meschler. I’ve been seeing 
Steve for about 7 months (my record!) This guy its really neat. He’s not a 
member of the Church, but what can ! say, | haven’t found any decent 
guys in the Church. Well, except Steve Beck, in Carson Ward, he called 
me a couple of weeks ago and we went for a ride on his motorcycle, but 
that | guy is too unpredictable. Before he called me a couple of weeks 
ago |! hadn’t heard from him in almost a year. The only reason he called 
me was because he saw me at Jenny’s wedding and noticed that | didn't 
have a date with me, even though he was with his semi girlfriend you 
could say, because he has been going with her for about five years on 
and off. | just don’t know what to do about him because |! have always 
been crazy about him, but yet he is not worth losing Steve Meschler 
over. I’ve never gotten along with a guy as well before as ! do Steve M. 
Well, enough about my romances. I'l live | guess.” 


Steve Sax 


Sometime after Wendy & 
Steve Meschler had broken 
up, Wendy had gotten to 
know Steve Sax, the 2"° 
baseman for the Los 
Angeles Dodgers.

Document Solutions, a company 
near the Court House in 
Torrance.

Wendy's last job was with Northrop Grumman. Wendy worked at the 
Whittier facility, just of the 605 freeway. Her job title was “Data Clerk’, 
and was paid $246/week. In 1982, this salary was 50% above the 
minimum wage. Wendy worked at Northrop for almost 2 years before her 
death. This was a real corporate job, with full benefits.

The drive to Whittier was a 45 minute commute, if the traffic was light, 
no telling if it was heavy. The drive, plus her working for 8 hours would 
make anyone tired, and Wendy was no exception. 


Earlier in this biography, Wendy wrote how her legs were shot for 3 days 
after an evening of dancing, well working full time at Northrope also took 
a toll on Wendy's legs. | remember quite well how tired Wendy was at 
the end of her workday. After taking her shoes off, Wendy would plop 
herself on the sofa, and politely ask me, “Would you mind messaging my 
legs ... Please!!!”

| was born in Torrance California. | attended Torrance Elementary 
school. Some of the earliest memories that | have are those of when | 
was in Kindergarten. My Kindergarten class made breakfast for our 
parents. | remember walking to a friend’s house after school. | walked 
home by myself. | soon found that | did not Know how to get home. | was 
lost. | was small and alone in downtown Torrance. | was scared So | 
went into a liquor store. The clerk asked if | Knew my phone number. | 
recited my phone number from memory, 320-1839. The kind gentleman 
dialed the number and soon my mother arrived and picked me up and 
took me home. When | was about seven years old, we moved to North 
Torrance. | played Little League baseball from eight to twelve years old. 


| attended Perry Elementary School. | met some kids who would be my 
friends for the rest of my school years through high school. | attended 
Phillip Magruder Middle School. | attended North Torrance High School. 
| was on the cross-country team as a freshman, sophomore, and junior 
varsity in my junior year. | was on the junior varsity volleyball team for 
the first three years. In my senior year, | made the varsity volleyball 
team. | was also chosen to be on the C.I.F. (California Interscholastic 
Federation) team. | went to my senior Prom with my friend Carrie 
Miyasato. | graduated from high school with my friends in 1981. 


| have been a member of The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-Day 
Saints all of my life. | received the Aaronic Priesthood when | was twelve 
years old. | was president of the Deacons quorum and Teachers quorum. 
| was the first assistant to the Bishop of the Priests quorum. | received 
the Mr. All-around award from the Torrance North Stake. At eighteen, | 
was given the Melchizedek Priesthood and ordained an Elder. 
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After high school, | worked to earn my way to serve as a missionary for 
The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints.

On 14 June 1985, | was on my way to visit Luly Carrillo in Chihuahua, 
Chihuahua Mexico. A friend of mine was supposed to pick me up in El 
Paso, Texas and take me down to Chihuahua. It was a Friday night and | 
missed my plane. | flew to El Paso Saturday morning 15 June 1985. My 
friend was not there to pick me up. | took a taxi to Cd. Juarez and stayed 
with the Aguilar family that used to feed me as a missionary. Sunday the 
next day, | went to church with the Aguilar family. At church, | met many 
other people that | knew as a missionary. Sonia Pina invited me to sit 
with her family in Sacrament meeting. The family invited me to eat 
dinner with them. | stayed the rest of the afternoon with them. That 
evening they dropped me off to the Aguilar home. | took advantage to 
ask Sonia for a date for the next day.

We moved to a duplex in 
Bellflower a year later. | baptized Melissa on 17 April 1994. Nielsen 
Marketing Research laid me off in 1994. | lost my benefits and never 
could get a job that paid as much as that one did. | had several jobs 
including working for Kirby selling vacuum cleaners.
